mericans who finally took control over their slice of 

Berlin last week were confronted with a city that 
was a strange combination of blasted death and 
ring life, The Allies during five and a half years of air 
war had left their imprint, More than 2,700 of Ber- 
lin’s 19,500 acres were ruined. LIFE Photographer 
William Vandiyert, who took most of these pictures, 
found almost every famous building a shambles. In 
the center of the town GIs could walk for blocks 
and see no living thing, hear nothing but the stillness 
of death, smell nothing but the stench of death. 

In ten weeks of their occupation, the Russians had 
left their mark. Germans were put to work cleaning 
debris. Political parties were at work, too. Schools 
and nightelubs were open. On all main streets and 


highways were familiar Russian propaganda posters. 
One proclaimed, “The destruction of the German na- 
tion is not among the aims of the United Natior 
‘There were huge portraits of Generalissimo Stalin in 
his marshal’s uniform. There were even portraits of 
the Big Three—the old trio with the American Presi- 
dent who had died, the new one with the American 
President who was on his way to Berlin. 

‘The people of Berlin had dull eyes. Their clothes 
were unkempt. The old men were unshaven. There 
were no young German men in the city. Of Berlin’s 
prewar 4,250,000 less than half remained. But their 
spirit was not smashed. Everyone fretted about food, 
talked of Russian atrocities and hummed a new tune. 

At week's end, as last-minute preparations were 


rushed in Berlin's suburb, Potsdam, for the Stalin- 
Churchill-Truman meeting, Allied occupation au- 
thorities did not know what to do about a subtly de- 
fiant song. Called Berlin Kommt Wieder (Berlin Will 
Come Back), it was spreading quickly from lip to lip. 
It wasn’t the words themselves that made a Russian 
call the song “very dangerous,” it was the way the 
people sang them: 

Who would have thought it of us? 

Yes, it will rise again. 

Certainly it won't come overnight. 

But just after the dark of the night 

The sun laughs again, 

So will the lindens bloom along Unter den Linden.

This is the evidence in Hitler’s room 
by PERCY KNAUTH 


With LIFE Photographer Vandivert, Time and 
LIFE Correspondent Percy Knauth made a careful 
inspection of the underground shelter where Hitler 
and Eva Braun are supposed to have killed them- 
selves. Herewith Knauth’s report: 


Berwin 
jith candles and flashlights we descended the 
many flights of stairs in the Fihrer bunker. 

Rubble littered the steps-~scraps of paper, gas 
masks, unexploded cartridges and moldering Ger- 
man uniforms. A cold smell of dampness and 
long-dead fire came from the blackness below us. 
Out of the darkness the flashlight picked a small 
steel door, swung ajar. Beyond that were bunks 
with tumbled mattresses and junk of all kinds. 
We turned left, went through another door and 
stood in the large anteroom of the Fiihrer’s un- 
derground suite. The cold, dead smell of fire was 
strong now, and it was clear that the flames set 
by the SS troops had licked this room, Pictures 
charred paper-thin hung in blackened frames oa 
the walls and pieces of charred furniture were 
tumbled everywhere. There was water on the 
floor two inches deep and the carpets squashed 
soddenly as we walked carefully through. 

A right turn at the anteroom brought us into a 
smaller room, likewise burned out, and then into 
the Fiihrer’s room itself. No fire had burned here. 
Against one wall stood a sofa, deep-cushioned in 
a frame of light-colored wood. Here, if the story 
told by the Fiihrer’s chauffeur, Heinz Kempke, 
was right, Adolf Hitler and Eva Braun, his bride 
of 48 hours after 16 years of being his mistress, 
shot themselves. 


The chauffeur's story checks 


We bent close to look, and the flashlight beams 
traveled jerkily up and down the brocade sofa 
covering. Eva had shot herself through the heart 
while sitting in the corner of the sofa, Kempke 
said. We held the candle close. There were blood- 
stains on the light-colored wooden arm. Blood 
had flowed down and coagulated in little hard- 
ened rivulets in the corner. Blood had flowed 
down the outside, too, soaking the brocade and 
trickling onto the floor. 

There seemed to be no doubt about it. Eva's 
body had slumped across the sofa arm. Hitler, 
sitting beside her, had shot himself through the 
temple «nd had slumped forward, his head on his 
knees. We found no bloodstains there nor on the 
floor, where stagnant water sloshed around our 
feet. But, according to Kempke, no blood would 
have flowed onto the sofa from the small wound 
in Hitler's head. 

The wreckage in these underground apart- 
ments was indescribable. Outside, as we came 
out of the bunker entrance, a light rain was fall- 
ing on the shallow trench where the bodies had 
been burned and soaked into the sand (see p. 23). 
‘As I turned to walk away, my foot slipped on 
something half buried. It was a Russian helmet 
drilled clean through.

SECRETARY VINSON 


IN THE “CHAOS” OF RECONVERSION, HE STANDS REASSURINGLY FOR GOALS THE COUNTRY WANTS 


A strange, if negative, phenomenon of recent 
weeks, dating more or less from Truman’s in- 
wuguration, is the falling off in the use of the 
words “chaos” und “disaster.” During most 
of the war you could scarcely read a news- 
paper, magazine or letter without being told 
that such and such a policy was heading us 
straight for “disaster”; or that if the writer's 
iew on this or that was not accepted, 
haos” was able.” Nowadays people 
don’t talk or write that way so much, not 
even Dorothy Thompson. 

Take reconversion; it has begun. Willow 
Run, archsymbol of the problem, is as empty 
as a closed cathedral. Munitions orders are 
being cancelled at a rate which by December 
will put war produetiotr a good 30% below 
the January level. In the Detroit area alone, 
80,000 war workers were laid off because of 
cutbacks between January and June. Al- 
though we are still making enough munitions 
to beat Japan, by far the larger part of the 
U.S. economy is already facing all the long- 
advertised perils of peace. “Chaos”—if at 
all—should be here any minute. 

It is certainly no time to uneross fingers. 
“Chaos” may well appear in the newspapers 
over a Detroit dateline before the summer is 
over. Yet it must be admitted that the word 
and the fear it represents have for the time 
being pretty much dropped out of people's 
minds. Tragedies are becoming local and 
personal again. They no longer seem to in- 
volve the whole profit system or democracy 
or youth or labor or the American way of life. 


Fred Vinson’s Career 


Without trying to explain this phenomenon 
or to predict how long it will last, we may 
point out one symptom of it. President Tru- 
man has appointed Fred M. Vinson to be 
Secretary of the Treasury, a job which is— 
or normally should be—the third most im- 
portant executive job in Washington, sur- 
passed only by the Secretaryship of State 
and by the Presidency. Treasury policies will 
have a decisive influence not only on the 
speed and smoothness of reconversion, but 
‘on the length and health of the production 
boom to follow. What kind of man is Mr. Vin- 
son, and what are his policies likely to be? 

Fred Vinson has run the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion since April. 
He has also been Federal Loan Adminis- 
trator, director of Economie Stabilization 
and a federal judge. Before that he had been 
in Congress 12 years, where he knew more 
about taxes than any congressman before 
or since. 

Vinson comes from Lawrence County, 
Kentucky. As a boy he played an inordinate 
amount of baseball but was otherwise very 
serious-minded, He used to peddle a weekly 
journal called Pennsylvania Grit, and his 
method was to read every issue from cover 
to cover so he could tell prospects exactly 
what was inside. He worked his way through 
Centre College in Danville, where he got the 
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highest marks on the college’s records. He 
took to the law and went to Congress in 1924. 

His best and favorite subject is mathema- 
ties, which he had plenty of chance to use as 
amember of the Waysand Means Committee. 
He can still recite whole columns of old tax 
schedules from memory. As a member of the 
USS. delegation at Bretton Woods he was also 
a tower of strength for Morgenthau; he under- 
stood not only the figures but the politics as 
well. 

Since Jack Garner’s departure, Vinson has 
been known as the best poker player in Wash- 
ington. His face, a mobile mask, looks like a 
dignified Edward Everett Horton. Although 
he is a straight party man and thorough 
conformist, he shows great courage when 
his own mathematies tells him he is right. 
Approached by any pressure group, Vinson 
will say, “Well, let me get out my lead 
pencil. Give me the figures and we'll get a 
dead rest and | on the problem.” His. 
calculating-machine brain goes into low gear, 
and the answer is always honest. That 
important reason why prices are not higher 
than they are today.

a general agreement about what kind of eco- 
nomic system we are trying to reconvert 
toward. 


have repeatedly shown that most 
cans know what kind of economy they 
want: a free, expanding, capitalistic, com- 
which shall, however, pro- 
vide more security for the individual and be 
proof against mass unemployment. Some 
economists think such a system is utopian. 
But others do not, and the reassuring thing is 
the wide area of this agreement as to how it 
may be attained. Fred Vinson’s report out 


lines some long-term policies which are right 
in the center of that area of agreement 

As a long-term proposition, “The Amer- 
ican people are in the pleasant predicament 
of having to learn to live 50% better than 
they ever lived before.” (The Committee on 
Economie Development says 30 to 45%.) 
For the government’s part in assisting this 
expansion, Vinson lays down a nine-point 
government program, of which “the modern- 
ization of our tax structure” heads the 
list. (It also heads C. E, D.’s.) Businessmen, 
who8e quest for profits must spark any 
healthy expansion, may well cheer at that. 
In at least two respects Vinson’s postwar tax 
program is a radical departure from Morgen- 
thau’s prewar policies. He would untax busi- 
ness to let it make jobs and he would integrate 
s with the government's other fiscal pol- 


A Bigger Secretaryship? 


Vinson will be the first Secretary of the 
Treasury in 25 years who is not himself a 
wealthy man (the last: David F, Houston), 
More significant, he may become the first— 
or the first since Alexander Hamilton—to 
acknowledge responsibility not only for the 
government’s budget, but for the economic 
balance of the whole nation, The Murray 
bill (also known erroneously as the Full Em- 
ployment bill), ich Vinson has endorsed, 
requires the President to formulate and co- 
ordinate for Congress’ study and action all 
the government policies bearing on this bal- 
ance. Throughout th w Deal these policies 
were made independently by a dozen differ- 
ent agencies and departments, often at cross 
purposes, To coordinate and make sense of 
them, the Treasury is the logical headquarters, 

The immediate job, however, is to sur- 
mount the period of “chaos.” Let us hope we 
do it in a way that vindieates Vinson’s own 
quiet optimism, He has one marked quality . 
an unruffled self-confidence. And since he 
stands for goals the country pretty well 
agrees on, the country may well help. him 
out by keeping its own temper, too.

Pretty WAC corporal comes back from 47 days 


with two men in a wild valley of New Guinea

The most photographed girl in the U.S, last week was Cpl. Margaret (“Suzy”) 
Hastings, home with one of the war's weirdest tales, With two other survirors of 
a plane crash, she lived in “Shangri-La,” an inaccessible valley in Dutch New 
Guinea, for 47 days, was saved by a daring glider rescue. LLFE Correspondent 
Shelley Mydans met Suzy in the Philippines en route home, cabled this story.

he hopped from the jeep and walked toward me across the muddy 
field. Five feet tall, in a khaki shirt with corporal’s stripes on the 

sleeve and tight GI pants turned up at the cuffs like “high-water” 
britches, a pert square face with a little red mouth and shaggy, 
short-cropped, dark blonde hair, she walked quickly, ignoring sol- 
diers’ stares. She looked very trim and competent and I thought, 
“There's a pretty girl who can take care of herself.” It was WAC 
Cpl. Margaret Hastings, the one woman of three survivors who had 
been rescued from “Shangri 

Riding into Manila with me, Suzy told me her story. She had 
had no sense of danger, she said, until the plane began to ricochet 
through the air and she knew they were hitting the treetop: 
she thought, “I’m going to die, this is the t But I we 
The plane hit, smashing through jungle foliage into the 
side of a mountain, and burst into flame. Obeying some reflex she 
hardly remembers, Suzy picked herself up and crawled aft through 
a hole where the plane had broken in two, Standing dazed, by the 
big tail section that had broken off, was blond young Lieut. John 
McCollom. Out from behind the wreckage stumbled T/Sgt. Ken- 
neth Decker, his clothes smoldering and a big, bloody gash on the 
side of his head, 

Somehow the three of them managed to pull two more 
from the flames—two Wacs, girls who worked in the Far East 
Service Command with Suzy. She and Lieutenant MeCollom laid 
them out on the tarpaulins and tried their best but couldn’t save 
their lives. They had nothing to bury their friends with. They cov- 
ered them with bright tarpaulins and said goodby. Then the little 
party moved away through the jungle, down the hills toward a vil- 
lage they had seen from the air. 

Tt was four days before the search planes flew near enough to 
sight their signal—two tarpaulins yellow side up—and dropped a 
walkie-talkie, medicine, clothing and food. They had to set up camp 
in a tiny clearing—a native sweet potato patch—and they lived 
there quietly, waiting for rescue. Both Suzy and Decker had been 
pretty badly burned. The burns soon became gangrenous and began 
to smell. Suzy ate as many sulfa pills as she dared. But a few days 
later two Filipino medical corpsmen parachuted into their clear- 
ing and took over their problems.

She lived in a potato patch 


There wasn’t much femininity in Suzy’s life. The native women. 
retreated from her with shy giggles. For a month she lived in the po- 
tato patch, occasionally playing poker with cigarets as stakes while 
the corpsmen cared for her, making her well enough for the long 
hike to the landing strip. 

In a month she was strong enough to make the 40-mile jungle 
march, Filipino parachutists had been dropped into a clearing in 
the valley and had made a landing strip for the rescue glider and 
built a rest camp for the survivors. Corporal Hastings walked, like 
any good soldier, carrying her own share of the equipment. But on 
arrival at the rest camp she was greeted like a long-lost princess. 
Used to the GI life of Waes and certainly not fool enough to miss 
such an opportunity, Suzy relaxed in the glow of special privilege. 
By the time the giant glider settled on the little strip and the tow- 
plane circled, ready to drop its hook and lift them out of their val- 
ley, Suzy was almost well (burn scars on her legs will soon dis- 
appear) and she weighed only two pounds less than she had the day 
they crashed. Finally, strapped snugly in the glider, she was borne 
up out of the fine, cool air of the hidden valley and back to the 
mugginess of Hollandia.

THE NEUTRAL SWEDES GO WILD OVER THEIR FIRST LOOK AT A BATTLE-SCARRED U.S. ARMY JEEP

hat was left of che war in Europe came to neutral, peaceful Sweden a few 

weeks ago in the form of a battle-battered, coughing Stars and Stripes jeep 
—and a real honest-to-goodness invasion couldn't have caused much more 
commotion. 

The first jeep to carcen through this prosperous and happy nation carried 
three American war correspondents—Ned Nordness of A.P., Hal Foust of the 
Chicago Tribune and myself, representing Stars and Stripes 

In a fantastic odyssey covering more than 600 miles of Sweden from the 
Norvegian border to Stockholm and thence to Géteborg and Malmé, the 
“fire-cating licele monster,"’ as one Stockholm newspaper described the jeep, 
left the police of half a dozen cities, towns and villages in a state of collapse 
trying to control the curious citizenry. Everyone scrambled out to sce the 

yeep.” All in all it was a seven-day Swedish wonder and we woulda’ have 
missed it for the world. 

When we reached the Swedish-Norwegian border town of Halden the 
border guard was enjoying a peaceful, sunny afternoon of doing nothing. It 
was as quiet as only a border can be when nobody bothers to go through. 

The tranquillity was rudely shattered by the snorting ““b-r-r-r-r-r-r-p!"” of 
the jeep exhaust and the grinding screech of the tites as we tried to stop on 
the gravel road, The soldict at the barrier just stood there gawking for a full 
20 seconds. We must have been a terrific sight, at that. The front bumper of 
the jeep was smashed. It looked as though it had been hit by a shell. The 
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“monster” hadn't had a bath for two months and was muddy from bumper to 
taillight 

Finally the gawking soldier managed to close his mouth and direct us to 
the little customhouse by the side of the road. Then we ran into trouble. The 
border men had never scen anything like the jeep before and we didn't have a 
permit co bring it into the country. We firmly told the customs man that it 
was a military vehicle belonging to the U. S. Army. After 20 minutes of this 
came the inevitable phone call to Stockholm. All we could understand of the 
conversation was the oft-repeated words, “'yeep—yeep—Amerikansk yeep."" 

Finally he hung up and gave us an utterly exhausted benediction and signed 
our papers. Then we went outside, All the guards were sitting in the jeep 
expectantly, big smiles on their faces. We knew what they wanted. In less 
time than it takes to tell about it, all the soldiers and the two customs men 
were yelping like kids as we jeeped them around the roadside. One of the 
border officials kept leaning over my shoulder and merrily blowing the horn 
every few seconds. Anybody could have gone into Sweden during that wild 
ten-minute ride. The barrier and the border were totally unguarded. 

After we brought the border guards back we started on the 300-mile jaunt 
to Stockholm. The first large town on our route was Lidképing, about 100 
miles from the border. We had barely stopped in Lidkdping’s central square 
when at least 300 people clustered around the jeep. They were all excitedly 
yelping, “"Yeep—Amerikansk yeep.” One very pretty gitl spoke to us in Eng- 


lish. We could have kissed her and I did. We told her the jeep was al- 
most out of gas and she volunteered to help find some. There was pre- 
cious little gas in Sweden and most cars used some sort of evil-smell- 
ing wood compound. She led us ro a gent who had a miserable ben- 
zine concoction which was being reserved for the military. He was 
extremely sorry but he coulda’t let us have any gas without authority. 

‘At this impasse the town mayor appeared and said he would rake 
us to the police station. It was only about 200 yards away but he 
suggested that we drive. So we packed him—and as many of the town 
as could get into the jeep—off to the police station. There we got the 
business. We showed passports, we signed papers, we swore to affida~ 
vits, we answered questions—we even said that "Ike" had sent us— 
but they called Stockholm anyway. Two hours and seven jeep rides 
later, we got 15 gallons of the worst-smelling petrol it has ever been 
the jcep's misfortune to use. The jeep sputtered and coughed and 
balked and jumped—but it ran, even though one of the cylinders lay 
down and died. 

Before we left the mayor coyly asked us if we wouldn't take the 
police department for a ride. He said they were ashamed to ask. I said 
I would and I did—all excepe the jowled desk sergeant who had to 
stay on duty and was very unhappy about the whole thing. 

Our next stop was Mariestad, almost halfway to Stockholm, 
where we decided to bed down for the night. We found a fine hotel 
and the good citizens found the jeep. We gave up and lefe che damn 
thing out in front of the hotel.

Thad no sooner begun to luxuriate in the first real hor tub I'd had 
in too long a time when there was a knock on the door. I told the 
knocker to come in. It was a licutenant in the Swedish Home Guard. 
He gave me a snappy salute which I returned from the bathtub— 
getting my eyes full of soap in the process—and then, after the proper 
apologies, he asked for my papers. It seemed that his colonel down 
below was suspicious of this “‘ycep" and Amerikaner in uniform 
and wanted to know what in hell we were doing in Sweden. I gave 
him che papers and cold him where he could find Foust and Nordness. 

A few minutes later he returned, overflowing with apologies and 
bearing the colonel’s invitation for us to join their party for a drink. 
We accepted the invitation and half an hour later were welcomed not 
only by a Swedish colonel but by a general, two counts, three majors, 
one licutenant and the mayor of Mariestad, who immediately burst 
into the frenzied greeting, "Okay boy! Okay boy.”” Eight drinks and 
many toasts later the colonel and the general and the majors and the 
licutcnant and the mayor and the three very mellow correspondents 

jecping the town with the dignified counts hollering, “Okay 
boy,"’ and waving to the delighted populace. Then the mayor took 
me to his store and gave me some new underwear because I told him 
mine was dirty. Then we collapsed and the party was over. We put 
the jecp to bed behind the hotel and went to bed. Next morning 
we found the lieutenant asleep behind the wheel. 

Just as we were about to leave for Stockholm one of the waiters in 
the dining room called me aside, He said he had worked in che Em- 
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‘The Swedish border guard just stood gawking at the battered Stars and Stripes jeep.

I went out and 
saw that the whole main street in front of the hotel was solid with 
people. The serectcars had stopped and all traffic was paralyzed. A 
few minutes later news photographers were shooting pictures of the 
jeep and me and anybody else who was in the way. By this time I 
was tired of being stared at and wished the hell the jeep was some 
place else—any place clse. 

The next morning at 9 a.m. I was awakened by a phone call from a 
Swedish citizen who wanted to know if I would sell the jeep. He was 
extremely disappointed at finding out that it belonged to the U.S. 
Army and was utterly confused at my reluctance to spend the rest of 
my life in Leavenworth. 

During the next few days we were interviewed by every Stockholm 
newspaper. Meanwhile the jeep, in the parking lot, was being sys- 
tematically stripped by souvenir hunters. They took the flags and 
the name plate and the gas-tank cap. I finally had to put it in a 
garage under guard when I caught one enthusiastic mechanic walk- 
ing off with the distributor. 

Tc was almost impossible to drive the jeep around Stockholm be- 
cause immense crowds congregated and blocked traffic whenever it 
appeared. This interfered with our social life. Girls were a dime a 
dozen anyway, but with the jeep it would have been a penny a hun- 
dred and take your pick. 

Ac the American Legation Mr. Gordon Knox, a dignified, impec- 
cably dressed diplomat, called me aside one day and asked how were 
the chances of going for a ride in the jeep, I said they were good and 
we went. The contrast between the perfectly dressed, bespatted Mr. 
Knox, the battered, dirty jeep and the almost-as-dirty soldier driving 
the jeep was funny as hell. I laughed all day. 

But as all good things come to an end, so did this. My stories for 
Stars and Stripes were finished and I had to leave. The only way to get 
back to Copenhagen and thence on to Paris was to get the jeep down 
to Malmé and then ferry it across to Deamark. This was a 4oo-mile 
drive. I couldn’t face it. 

Bur Lieut. Colonel Curtice of the Air Mission in the U.S. Lega- 
tion solved that in a hurry. Before I could say thanks he had ar- 
ranged for a freight car to be attached to the passenger train to 
Malmé. Iwas put on a sleeper, the jecp was put on the freight car, 
and off we went. 

The “Amerikansk yeep" was going home and so was poppa. We'd 
both-had a bellyful of being a showpiece.

AUSTRALIAN IS CONFERENCE HERO 


BY JOHN K. JESSUP 


Cc ‘ed as a dramatic production, the San Francisco Conference 
took the stage with three villains, 40-odd foils, messengers, clowns, 
spear carriers, ete., but no hero. Before it was over one of the spear car- 
riers had changed the script and made himself the hero. His name was 
Herbert Vere Evatt. 

Evatt, who is the Commonwealth of Australia’s Minister for External 

i Foreign Minister), saw his opening at San Francisco and 
charged through it like young Lochinvar out of the west. The heroine, 
Peace, whom he rescued from the Big Three's fell grip, was a bit shaken by

It was Evatt, too, who had to be 
satisfied in the last crisis of the Con- 
ence, the crisis produced by Rus-

one. He was prepared if ne 
bring the thing to a showdown in ple- 
nary session, where the Russians would have been badly outvoted to the 
embarrassment of all, the U.S. was backing Evatt to the hilt on that 
particular issue and even named a deadline, the Russians gave in. 

All told, Australia submitted 38 amendments at San Francisco, of which 
20 are wholly or partly incorporated in the new Charter. To make this 
record Evatt fought and kicked and argued with everyone who stood in his 
way, including Stettinius, Connally, Stassen, Gromyko, Halifax and Wel- 
lington Koo. He made 200 speeches, long and short, He belonged to more 
committees—20—than any other delegate, and if he missed one commit- 
tee meeting it was always because he was busy in another. Confronted by 
a choice, he would pick the meeting that promised the toughest fight. Often 
he was summoned from the middle of one meeting to another and could be 
seen hurrying down the corridors of the Veterans Building, surrounded by 
experts who were briefing him on the issues of the meeting he had missed. 
Primed, he would then plunge into the new fray, in full possession of all 
the relevant facts, wearing his cause like a plume. 

Evatt lost only two important fights. The Big Five retain their veto over 
further amendments to the new Charter and also over the Security Coun- 
cil’s right to direct the peaceful settlement of disputes, Evatt never gave 
up, however, and although he will support ratification of the Charter in the 
Australian parliament, on those two imperfections he is fighting still. The 
scene of his most violent arguments was Room 223 of the Veterans Build- 
ing, which became known as Madison Square Garden. At the last meeting

Aft- 
er a meteoric career at the bar he be- 
came, at 36, the youngest man ever 
to sit on Australia’s highest bench, 
Known as the “Red Judge,” he was 
both a distinguished jurist and a 
social rebel, like his heroes Holmes, 
Brandeis and Cardoza and his friend 
Frankfurter in the U. 

Australia’s constitution, which re- 
sembles the American, forbade the 
central government. from invading 
state jurisdiction over education, commerce and many other functions 
h in 1935 seemed in need of strong central reforms. One of Evatt’s 
ions held that if the government could not legislate on these matters 
under its domestic powers, it could do so by ratifying international treaties 
to the same effect. This landmark in Australian constitutional history 
caused almost as much stir there as Roosevelt’s court-packing bill here. 
Tt now appears that Evatt, the champion of full employment, is using 
this same internationalist doctrine to hurry domestic reforms in other 
countries, too, including the U.S. 

Evatt’s rebelliousness extends even to historical matters. He once wrote 
a book attacking Hollywood's version of the mutiny on the Bounty and 
strongly defending stern, honest Captain Bligh. His interests include 
modern painting, which he collects; cricket and rugby, on which he has 
written authoritatively; and baseball, which he follows assiduously. When 

as asked to support a move to make Philadelphia the capital of the 

new United Nations Organization, he said, “How can you put the capital 
na town that has both clubs in last pla His wife was born in Iowa, and 
he likes almost everything about America except our State Department.

Evatt not only manages Australian foreign policy; he practically invented 
it. There was no such thing when he took the job in 1941. Like Americans, 
Australians had been too remote from Europe to be much interested in for- 
eign affairs.

Evatt has never mastered the gentle approach in diplomacy and 
probably never will. His rich learning, his flexible vocabulary and 
his eloquence are all belied by an extreme Australian twang 
(“Austrylia”) which makes everything he says sound like an argu- 
ment. His personal vanity also gets in his way. It was some time 
before the more sophisticated delegates and reporters would 
take him seriously, dismissing him at first as a mere wild ma 
who talked too much. Gradually Evatt, the talking wild man, 
showe’ not only that he had more staying power than the oth- 
er small-nation spokesmen, but that he also had the right ap- 
proach. 

Fundamentally his approach was simple: to expose the prob- 
lem, keep it exposed and let nature take its course. Since his cause 
was just and democracy works, he had only to keep at it. His 
weapon was publicity, His manner with the press won their 
admiration from the start; eventually he also convinced them’ of 
his significance. Whenever he encountered opposition in a closed 
meeting he would-summon the press and give them his arguments. 
“Lam putting this up to you,” he would say, “because I want to 


ve this outburst a couple of nights later wh 


no secret meetings. At one stage he accused the secretariat of 
issuing “slanted reports’ on what went on in the committees.

Evatt’s other big victory was not quite in the same happy cate- 
gory, but it was in an old Australian tradition. At Versailles, Aus- 
tralia’s Prime Minister Hughes made Woodrow Wilson’s life mis- 
erable by refusing to consider a declaration of racial equality in 
the preamble of the League. This declaration was proposed by Ja- 
pan, and Hughes felt it might have compromised Australia’s immi- 
gration policy, which was and .is 100% white. Hughes’s stand 
forced Wilson to placate the Japanese by giving them Chinese 
Shantung, an outrageous bribe. 

Almost no U.S. senators will oppose ratification of U.N. O. 
Yet the shadow of Shantung lay over this conference, too, with 
some of the names changed. At San Francisco the Big Five spon- 
sored a move to give U, N. 0. some voice in the domestic policies 
of all nations. The Australians thought this might include im- 
migration policies. The Big Three then withdrew their support of 
the proposal, but not China and not antiracist France. Where- 
upon Evatt went to town. Gesturing at the Chinese delegate 
he said, “I want to be quite frank with y ustralia is a good 
friend of China.

Evatt’s weak point is that of Australians in general: underpopu- 
lating a rich continent, they mistrust unduly their more populous 
or more powerful friends. At San Francisco Evatt turned this 
weakness into an asset; his mistrust, whether neurotic or not, for 
nine crucial weeks aroused the slumbering conscience of the world. 
During those nine conscientious weeks the world did much good 
work, It owes Evatt a debt for keeping its conscience awake.

he G idea of using the sun as a military weapon is not new. There 

isan ancient legend that Archimedes designed great burning mirrors which 
set the Roman fleet afire during the siege of Syracuse, in which Archimedes 
ater died.
